Nashville, Tenn., February 238.— 
With an attendance of geveral un- 
dred delegates, representing many 
points in Tennessee and practically 
all the southern states, and with a 
few from Illinois, Wisconsin and otner 
states of the north, the first day’s scs- 
giun of the parcels post convention 
closed tonight. Additional arrivals 
until late tonight indicate a larger 
attendance for tomorrow. 

Organization was effected today by 
the election of Robert L. Burch, of 
Nashville, as chairman, and Dixon L. 
Merritt, of Nashville, secretary of the 
convention. The executive committee 
was empowered to appoint a vice 
president and such other officers as 
may be necessary. 

The principal speaker at 
session was F. KB. French, secretary 
the national league of assoctations, 
Would Destroy Merchants. 

French took the josition that 
establishment of a parcels post 
destroy the retail merchant 
country and small towns ana 
create a mail order monopoly. 
quoted what purported to be a state- 
ment from one of the large mail order 
men that, with parcels post, he would 
make every city except Chicago a 
town and would wipe every village off 
the face of the earth. 

The postal deficit, he thinks, would 
be greatly increased because thousands 
of addgitional carriers would have to 
be employed and 40,000 new vehicles 
and as many horses and harnesses pur- 
chased. The fact that a parcels post 
has been operated ata profit in thick- 
populated European countries, he 
is no argument that it could be 
in the United States, because the aver- 
age haul originating in London is 45 
miles, while the average haul originat- 
ing initChicago is 869 miles. 

The concrete results of parcels post, 
he thinks, would be revolution of the 
commercial system, depletion of rural 
population and retardation of rural 
progress and the subsidizing of a com- 
mercial interest whose basic principle 
is hostility to the best trade distribu- 
tion.

A letter was mailed to Mr. Masters 
in South Haven, Mich., at 4:30 p. m., on 
February 18; it was received in the At- 
lanta postoffice the afternoon of Feb- 


Masters until 8 o'clock on the morning 
of February 22, having been held there 
two days. It involved an important 
business transaction. 

Another letter mailed in Atlanta at 1 
p. m. February 17, was delivered to 
him at 5 p. m. February 18, while still 
another, also mailed in Atlanta, and 
under speeial delivery, on February 14, 
was not placed in his hands until Feb- 
ruary 17.

Chicago, February 28.—Charles E. 
Merriam, professor of political econ- 
omy at the University of Chicago, a 
republican. and former Mayor Carter 
H. Harrison, a democrat, today were 
chosen as candidates for mayor of 
Chicago at a primary election. The 
election will be held in April. 

The democratic vote was heavy, and 
Harrison, who has been mayor of Chi- 
cago four times, led former Mayor P4- 
ward F. Dunne by fewer than 2,000 
votes.

SPIES WILLPROWL 


New Newnan Postoffice 
Has Secret Ways, Too.

Newnan, Ga., February 28—( Special.) 
The new postoffice building at this, 
place, for which the government made 
an appropriation of $60,000 and which 
is now rapidly nearing completion, !s 
also to be equipped throughout with 
lookouts and secret nooks. for the con- 
venience of government detectives 
while spying upon the employees at 
work in the building. These passages 
are probably more carefully concealed 
than those used in the new govern-~ 
ment bullding in Atlanta. as they are 
built within the walls, which are con- 
structed of brick »to a certain thick- 
ness in order to disguise the existence 
of these openings from the observation 
of the occupants of the various offices 
an® of the main work room. 

While built on a smaiier scale, the 
building is modeled similar to the At- 
lanta office in the arrangement of its 
offices, departments and other ap- 
pointments. The building is rec- 
tangular in shape, the public lobby 
running along the entire front portion 
just within the main entrance, This 
extends around the sides of the build- 
ing about half-way, on the right side 
ending at the window of the money 
order department ang on the left at 
the entrance of the pustmaster's office. 
In the center.of the building and .run- 
ning back to the rear wall is the 
main work room. The basement is 0c- 
cupleq by the furnace room, gym- 
nasium or swing room, the toilets and 
several storage rooms. 

Runs Through Walls. ar 

Beginning on the basement floor, in 
the exact center of each end of the 
the secret passage starts 
and runs through the wall up above 
the second floor, where both are con- 
nected by a small passage running 
along above the ceiling of the main 
work room. The side passages or 
shafts are about 4 feet square, allow- 
ing the detective ample room in which 
to move around. A steel ladder, close- 
ly resembling those used on fire 
escapes, is clamped to the outside wal! 
of the passage anqg at each stop, where 
are screen louvres through which he 
surveys the happenings in all of the 
offices on that side of the building, 
is attached a small platform on which 
to stand during his stay. Con- 
tinuing upward, the ladder ends at 
the entrance of the cross passage, 
which leads over the main work room 
to the other down passage This 
cross passage is probably 4 feet in 
width and just high enough to allow 
a man to walk through without strik- 
ing his head on the ceiling. Along 
this are placed the louvres through 
which he may obtain a thorough view 
of the main work room. 

Thescreen louvres are about 16x24 
inches in size and are so arranged on 
the outside as to resemble a ventilator 
for the room into which they. open. 
The other side, however, is a more in- 
tricate arrangement in its construc- 
tion of small siats running in almost

The vote was 54 to 33, the resolution failing because of a lack 
of the requisite two-thirds constitutional majority. 

Unquestionably the tacking onto the resolution of the Suther- 
land amendment, giving the federal government supervisory power 
over elections, contributed to its defeat. 

But for the Sutherland amendment, many senators, especially 
southern senators, who voted against the resolution would have 
voted for it. 

As an inevitable accompaniment of the fifth successive defeat 
of the effort to secure popular election of senators, those who 
oppose the popular election of senators are executing a jubilant 
“ghost dance.” 

Will democratic Georgia afford them the same opportunity for 
rejoicing ? 

Logically, the defeat of the resolution should be immaterial, so 
far as Georgia is concerned. 

This state was among the first of American commonwealths 
to strike power from the hands of political bosses by devising the 
senatorial primary, The Constitution led the fight that culminated 
in that triumph. :

It is not difficult to understand that under conditions existing 
in the postoffice for several months, postoffice discipline and 
morale went to pieces. Demoralization, late mails and curtailment 
of service were the keynotes.

MISS TAYLOR LECTURES 
ON OPEN AIR SCHOOLS 


“The open air schools will revolu- 
tionize the school equipment for both 
the healthy and the sick children,” 
said Miss Martha Taylor last night 
in the: Auditorium-Armory in the 
course of a very interesting snd in- 
structive discussion of the open air | 


schools. 

Miss Taylor represents the child re-: 
search department of the Russell Sage | 
Foundation and is thoroughly familiar | 
with the operation of the open air 
schools both in America and Europe. 

She opened her address with a de- 
scription of the first open-air school 
in Germany, tracing the development 
of the movement up until the present 
time. 

The schools were established pri- 
marily for the backward and defective 
children, and Miss Taylor had some 
very interesting charts with which 
she illustrated the advantages of the 
open-air schools over the ordinary 
schools. She also gave some interest- 
ing exhibits in miniature of the 
equipmert provided to keep the chil- 
dren warm. 

In 1908 there were only three open- 
air schools in America; in 1909 the 
number increased to five; In 1910 there 
were twenty, and so far in 1911 there 
are twenty-three such schools. 

“From this we may see that the 
open-air school has passed the exper!i- 
mental stage,” said Miss Taylor, “and 
it has now become a fixed part of our

Sister and Brother Chicken Lovers: 


It Pleases me very much to see such 


a large gathering,out to hear the old 
Man dilate on hi: favorite subject— 
more especially is*the large crowd 
gratifying, since I haye just had a let- 
ter from “the man higher up,’ com- 
mending me for the manner in which I 
haye deported myself in the conduct 
of this page for the past six years. T 
learned long ago that to get the best 
there is in one’s better half, encour- 
age her by kind words and gentle 
Caresses and she would do her best, 
without, apparently, much effort. It 
beats using the hickory “all hollow’— 
they get stubborn then and are apt, 
yea, will, talk back and perhaps fight, 
and figtiting is hard on the eyes. 

But I digress. There is nothing more 
charming on the farm in the whole 
circle of feathered departments than 
a flock of beautiful Bronze or White 
Holland Turkeys. 

And apart from their beauty, their 
money value on the market is some- 
thing handsome. For the past two 
‘seasons dressed turkeys have rangéd 
from 25 to 30 cents per pound on’ the 
city markets, and at that price, any 
little extra attention given them is 
well repaid. As my space is limited, 
I cannot enter into any long detail as 
to cate of parent stock, except to ad- 
vise against inbreeding (as it is worse 
with turkeys than with hegm), and 
also that a liberal! ration of Meat be 
fed old stock while laytng. For early 
in spring, when turkeys first begin to 
lay, there are very few bugs, grass- 
hoppers, worms or insects for them to 
pick up, and a turkey’s diet must con- 


sist largely of meat if you want 
strong, healthy poults. 

Tt ig not necessary that the male 
bird should ‘be with the hens during 


the. laying season. as one day's service 
will fertilize an entire litter of eggs, 
be they eleven, fifteen or twenty. If 
the male bird is kept away from the 
hens, they will not wander off so far 
and will make their nests close in. 
Ege«s should be removed from the nest 
daily after first one is laid, leaving 
one in the nest. Do not put your hands 
in the nest, as with some nervous 
hen# it wil] cause them to leave the 
nest. Take a stick to remove the eggs. 
Roll to the outside of the nest. 

If the nest has been made too far 
from the house and there is danger of 


“varmints” getting the hen at night 
when she becomes “broody,”’ place 
a barrel on its side in some secluded 
spot near the: house, put eggs in it. 


Then go after dark and take the hen 
off the old nést and place her in barre! 
with the eggs, throwing an old sack 
or cloth over the mouth of the barrel. 
In two days place water and feed 
near the barrel and remove the cover. 
She will soon+come off, arid finding 
water and feed convenient, will make 
‘her meal, tnen go back on the nest 
again and you will have no further 
trouble with her. ‘ 

I used to raise lots of turkeys, and 
had good success with them, but our 


% hamlet(?) is becoming too thickly set- 


fled (35314). I have no range for my 
birds and hag to part with them, very 
much to my regret and lighter pocket. 
I have often heard people say “they 
ean’t raise turkeys; they all die.’ This 
may be true in some cases. There are 
some things to be considered, but if 
you start right with young poults and 
keep it up there is very little trouble. 
‘Ags soon as the turkeys are ail hatched 
give each a very small grain of black 
pepper, then take vaseline and a few 
drops of carbolic acid (crude), mix 
well and grease the wings—Jjust a very 
little at a time, but often, say at least 
three times a weeek. Also dust the 
hen with Uncle Joe's insect powder 
twice a week and put just a “smudge” 
of the vaseline mixture on her. Re- 
move hen and poults to a pen, 15x15, if 
convenient, on nice, clean grass, where 
the eun will strike it a good part of 
the day; move the yard every three or 
four days and-place barre! on side for 
shelter and roosting quarters.

“An Old Veteran,” Honea Path, SB. 
(..—Shall 1 call you Unele Joe? Il am 
your senior by several years. having 
passed my three score and ten; but I 
enjoy reading the poultry page every 
week. meny are sure enough cranky 
on chickens. 1 have been fooling (yes, 


that’s the word) with poultry for sixty 


years; first with the Games, then 
Shanghai, and game and Shanghaf 
crossed made a good chicken; next, 


Light Brahmas. I think the best cross 
I ever made was with a pure-bred 
Brahma cock with common old buff 
hens. I turned Red about five years 
ago, and purchased two or three set- 
tings of eggs. I first got a setting in 
about twenty-five miles of my home; 
saw an advertisement of a Pennsylva- 
nia breeder, and, thinking the farther 
from home you ordered anything the 


better it would be—but I found it 
quite different. The eggs I got near 
home hatched thirteen chickens, of 
very fine color; the other, about halt 


hatched, about half of any color ex- 
cept white, and raised two. Don’t send 
north for eggs. The Reds are a fair 
farmer’s chicken. I tried to get some 
true to color, and did raise some nice 
hens; but ‘they improved in color—or 
some did—until they became both non- 
setters and nearly non-lavers. Don't 
be discouraged if young Reds show too 
many black feathers—wait until they 
molt. I have never offered eggs for 
sale, for fear the purchasers would be 
dissatisfied; and have none to. sell 
now. I tried your favorite breed— 
Barred Plymouth Rack; for me, they 
were a failure—would not live over 
two years. I probably got a bad strain. 
I wish to tell you of a bronze turkey 
hen we raised in 1908: we only raised 
one hen and one tom early last spring; 
laid and set, raising until nearly 
grown seven turkeys. When young 
poults were three or four weeks old, 
happened to find turkey hen’s nest with 
nine eggs. From time of hatching un- 
til in October we got 87 eggs. She laid, 
and her nest was broken up a time 
or two. Now, this is no fish tale; there 
was but one turkey on or near our 
place. I bought an incubator about 
have been tolerably 
successful in hatching and raising. I 
made a failure the first time I set it, 
by not following directions. To be- 
sinners, my advice is, don’t think you 
know more than the maker; study di- 
rections and follow them, and don't 
kill the little chicks with corn meal 
made too wet; dry feed is best. I 
have tried Leghorns; they are good 
layers, and, I[ find, grow off well. I 
sometimes set my incubator with mix- 
ed eggs; and the Reds and White 
Leghorns grow faster and raise 2 
larger per cent than any of the others. 
I want instructions how to make a 
fireless brooder; I misplaced my paper 
having instructions in it. I expect you 
will commit this to the waste basket. 
I have received a great deal of help 
from your advice. I take another paper 
you write for.

To make a fireless brooder. take a

box 2 feet square and about 10 inches 
deep; remove the top and bottom; put 
fallons on the top and make a door 
of it, fastening it with hinges—leather 
ones will do; bore two %-inch holes 
in each énd of the box near the top 
for ventilation; cut a 38-inch door in 
the middle of the box on the lower 
side next to ground: hinge this also. 
Now tack two cleats inside the bor 
near the top for the hover to rest. on. 
The hover, which is 
woolen rags cut in strips about 1-inch 
wide, is to be fastened on a solid board 
or strips nailed together and fit down 
on the cleats, and so arranged that the 
strips of rags. will hang down within 
2 inches of the flvor. Fill under the 
hover with chaff, so that when the 
chicks are under the hover they can 
nestle well up under the rags. Now, 
that is a description of the hover of a 
fireless brooder. To complete the 
brooder, get a box about 3 feet square: 
hinge a lid to thig and place your 
hover in one corner. Never feed the 
chicks in the hover, but rather open 
the little door in the hover and let 
the chicks out in the larger box to

I raised 
‘the Games, Leghorns, Langshans,, Ply- 
‘mouth Rocks, mongrels and bantems, 
so you see I have had some experience 
in chicken “culture.” Now, the Leg- 
horns are fine layers, but to take them 
through the year the Wyandottes will 
lay as many eggs as the Leghorns. 
You know the Leghorn has a large 
comb and very often gets frosted in 
winter, and then they stop laying. 
The Wyandotte’s comb is low and 
doubled. so never frostbites. So you 
can readily see why they lay better in 
winter than the Leghorns, and you get 
more for eggsin winter. You can read- 
ily see why I prefer the Wyandotte 
to the Leghorn. Now. the Dottes will 
grow off as fast in the spring as the 
Rocks or the Langshans, and are as 
good setters and mothers as either, 
and they have the advantage in the 
comb, so are better winter layers.

the nest. 
hens. Some of them I ordered from 
Tennessee, giving a fancy price for 
same. 
Yours for more chickens, better 
chickens and “whiter” chickens. 
Answer—Your talk on chickens 


sounds good to me, for the White Wy- 
andottes are one of the very best 
breeds. As you say, they lay equal to 
any and they are good setters and ex- 
cellent mothers. Young chickens soon 
reach frying size. They are a much 
better table fowl than the Leghorns, 
Even the young ones are nice and fat. 

But, say, you are surely letting your 
love for your breed get the better of 
your judgment. Surely it doesn’t frost 
or freeze hard enough to bite a Leg- 
horn’s comb? I’m miles north of you 
and never had a frosted Leghorn comb. 


Mrs. A. Johnson, New Albany, Miss., 


. F. D. 2, Box 70.—I have never had 
full breeds, except Brown Leghorn 
roosters. So my entire flock have only 


been half breeds. I am now trying 
to raise Rhode Island Reds. We gave 
$1.50 per 15 eggs last year. Rhode 
Island Reds raised six chickens—all 
roosters except one. We kept the two 
best and sold the others. Now I want 
to yard this one ptillet and a rooster 
that we bought last year, and I want 
two or three other hens from some of 
you cranks. Want some that are good 
layers. I prefer the deep red. I have 
a @o0d pocket electropoise that I would 
like to exchange for chickens or some- 
thing useful. I think it is in good con- 
dition—never has been used much. I 
would like to hear from some of the 
cranks who have Reds for sale or ex- 
change. Please state price. Uncle 
Joe, I live in Mississippi, but am a 
native old Georgian. 

Tell me please, how much feed, and 
what kind to give one rooster and 
three hens to get best results. I mean 
if I have them yarded? 

Answer: It was unfortunate that 
vou hatched so many cockerels from 
the bought setting of eggs, and it is 
also unfortunate that in writing this 
letter you did not mention whether 
you wanted rose or sfingle-comb—dquite 
a difference, not as to color, but comb, 
and it won't do to mix them. To feed 
one male and three females yarded, 
give about a pint of mixed bran, corn- 
meal and middlings, moistened slightly 
in the morning with milk, sweet or 
sour. Throw about a good handful 
of oats in litter if possible, and crack- 
ed or whole corn and oats and wheat 
at night, the greater variety the bet- 
ter. Save the table scraps if possible, 
and mix with the morning meal. Green 
feed, water, charcoal, grit and shells 
if possible must be Kept before them at 
41l times.

country schools. 

As the elder Nelms died when John 
W. Nelms was but four years old, his 
large estate was placed in care of a 
trustee. When Dr. Nelms attained his 
majority he found that his guardian 
has disappeared, leaving him penniless 
with an aged mother to support. He 
then left home and went to Chatta- 
nooga, where he became baggagemas- 
ter on the Nashville and Chattanooga 
railroad. 

At the beginning of the war he or- 
ganized a company and became its first 
lieutenant, but later formed Company 
A, Tenth Kentucky regiment, of which 
he was captain. Taking his company 
to Abingdon, Va., he captured a large 
force of federal trops, and otherwise 
distinguished himself greatly at Sterl- 
ing, Va. After leaving Sterling he 
joined Morgan’s Raiders, and his com> 
pany became the bodyguard of the fa- 
mous cavalry, leader. As such they 
were sent to capture Cynthiana, and 
suffered severely from privation, going 
eleven days on a diet of bread and 
water. ‘With four men he captured the 
pickets of the federal troops, and 
afterwards took the city. 

Life After the War. 

The war over, John W. Nelms came 
back to Georgia, and for a time oper- 
ated a livery'’stable in Dalton. Later he 
managed a stage coach line from King- 
ston to Rome for a few years. Then he 
found his way to DeKalb county, where 
he entered politics. He was eleciel a 
member of fhe legislature from ‘lat 
eounty in 1874 and came to the state 
house to meet and made friends with 
Governor Alfred H. Colquitt, a friend- 
ship which ended only with Governor 
Colquitt’s death. He was also an inti- 
mate friend of Joseph E. Brown. 

During that administration of Gov- 
ernor Colquitt, John W. Nelms was ap- 
pointed by him principal keeper of the 
state penitentiary, and that position he 
filled from 1877 to 1885. 

Made United States Marshal, 

W hen Cleveland was elected president: 
the lirst time Captain Nelms was made 
United States marshal for the State of 
Georgia-—there was but one district in 
the state at that time. 

oo his service as marshal he 
went in pursuit of the fiv 
McCoys, desperadoes eas ee toe me 
north Georgia tor many years, killing 
several citizens. Finding them barri- 
caded in a house he single-handed ef- 
fected their capture and brought them 
to Atlanta, where, in Spite of their 
threats of vengeance, he convicted all 
live. Upon the completion of their sen- 
tence in the penitentiary the five went 
to Smyrna, Ga., where Dr. Nelms ha 
just built a beautiful new home. ‘In 
the dead of night they fulfilled part of 
their threat and burned down the 
house, though they failed to kill the 
marshal as they had vowed to do. 

While he was serving ar marshal he 
attended the Southern Medical college 
and was graduated fromthat school of 
medicine. But the captain never devoted 
much of his time to his profession. 
He was a natural born politician, and 
could not keep out of that life. Aftér 
retiring from the marshalship he be- 
came mayor of West End—he was call- 
ed intendent. He worked for the an- 
nexation, and when West End came in 
he was sent to the general council ‘from 
that ward. 

In 1896 he was elected sheriff of Ful- 
ton county, and held that position until 
1908. In that time he was in charge of 
over $0,000 prisoners, as is shown by 
his scrap bodk, which he had kept 
since the war. 

Dr. Nelms was married twice, his 
first wife being Miss Kkmma Marlin, 
of Nashville, and his last wife Miss 
Lillie Lee, of Covington, Ga. ‘There 
were two children by his first wife 
but only one, Dr. John A. Nelms. of 
Campbell county, is living. There were 
three children by his second wife al} 
of whom are living. They are Mrs.’ 
Walter Dennis, of Atlanta; Miss Beat. 
rice Nelms and Marshall Nelms. 
preparing to enter the naval academy. 

Sergeant William Turner, of the. At- 
lanta police force, is a son of Dr. 
Nelms’ mother by her second marriage 
while another son, Green B. Turner, ts 
wy ted a successful merchant in Nash- 
ville. 

The funeral arrangements wii! be 
announced later, after the son at An 
napolis ig heard from.

{42 PRISONERS REVOLT ” 


AND 15 ARE KILLED 


Those Not Killed Succeeded in _ 
Making Their Es- 
cape. 


Chicago, February 28.—A private tel- 
egram from a reliable source at Chi- 
huahua. Mexico, confirms the report of 
an uprising of long-term prisoners in 
the penitentiary in that city. 

Forty-two prisoners, including one 
American, participated in the outbreak. 
Despite the fact that the prison is @ 
modern one, the prisoners overpow- 
ered the corridor guards, secured 12 
rifles and a large amount of ammuni- 
tion, and after dispersing the outer 
guard, made’ their way into the street. 

Police and soldiers, led by Governor 
Ahumada in person, engaged the fugi- 
tives. Fifteen prisoners were killed 
and five wounded, and the remainder 
escaped. Among the slain prisoners 
was the American, who was serving @ 
ten-year sentence for murder. Two 
policemen were killed. 


$10,000 for Her Bruised Heart 


New York, February 28.—Henrietta 
French, a South Dakota girl, was 
awardeg a verdict of $10,000 by a jury 
in the supreme court today for the 
alleged breach of David H. Decker, 
Jr.'s promise to marry her. Decker 
is a wealthy young civil engineer of 
this city. On motion of his counsel 
that the verdict be set aside Justice 
Srianger agreed that it appeared to be 
a “sympathetic verdict” without justi- 


fication. 


Escapes Recaptured. 


St. Augustine, Fla. February 28.— 
Dan Williams, alleged murderer, and 
three other prisoners, who escaped from 
the jail here last Friday affer over- 
powering the warden, were captured 
last night in the country , here. 
They were nearly starves and 
suffering from long exposure. _— 
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
